NEWPOKT MONTHLY MEETING OF 


FUl'ENDH. 


About the Society of Friends not n great 


leal can bo said: not that the subject is not 
)f great interest, but the materials for au 
listorical sketch arc few. The early records 
of the society appear to have been burned 
and tho members of the society aro so un- 
ostentatious and so much uvoid tho world's 
gaze that in their history not a great deal 
exisls lhat is interesting to tho genera 
reader. 


The Friends divide the honors of antiquity 


vith the Baptists. Friends were among the 
very first sottlera of tho island of lihodo 
Island. William Coddiiigton. the iirst chief 
uagislrato elected this colony and Iho first 
jovcruor of it appointed by the English 
jovernment, was a Friend, ami it was at his 
louse that the early monthly and yearly 
ueetiiigs were held. 
Before following John 


Clarke aud his companions inlo the wilder- 
ness he was mi ofUccr in the Massachusetts 
colony. He was a prosperous merchant and 
)uilt the tlrst brick house Iu Boston. But 
ror conscience, sake ho sacriiicedhis position 
and prospects. 
Ho was governor of the 


colony atsoveral times and was still in oilico 
when Iho Master called him home in 11178. 
Ho was interred ill the family cemolcry 
which ho bequeathed the society, on Fare- 
well street 


When the iirst organization was effected 


it is impossible to say. The iirst records of 
the monthly mooting began in U!7ii, but the 
meeting must have existed then for a num- 
ber of years. Ill 11)57 live ministers of |thi9 
society came here from England by tho ship 
Woodhouse, but we have no detailed recoil 
of their operations. In 10,'iS it is stated tha 
there were fifteen ministers of the society ii 
Now England, but nearly all of them wore 
in prison in one place or another. 


Mary Dyov.u member of this monthly meet- 


ing, was seized in Massachusetts and hauge 
on the Ii7th day of st-h month (October) 10i!0. 
In the followiug year n very large mcoiiug of 
Friends occurred here and it is reported thai 
tho people of Boston become quite excited 
foiuiug that this meeting was a prepara- 
tion for au attack on them. 
"Thus con 


science doey make cowards of us nil." Thit 
foolish fear shows how ignorant the dweller: 
ol the Hub were of thu character of the 
peaceable people they persecuted. 


In 1(>7- George Fox himself, thu foimdoi 


of the society,, was present ut tho yearly 
moetiug at Governor Coddiugtou's house. 
Tho records of tho yearly meeting, however, 
do not date further back than 1U83. The 
followiug minute is taken from their records.

John 
Wanton, Joseph Waulou, Dr. Clarke Hod 
man, John Casoy, Christophor Towusend: 
Joseph Mitchell, Isaac Lawtoii and David 
Buffiim, who so recently left na. 


During the last half of Iho seventeenth 


and tho first half of the eighteenth centime:, 
tho Friends were very iutlucutial in tho col- 
onial government. But as tho execution of 
criminal laws and the command of the mili 
tary became more aud more a part of the 
governor's aud legislator's duty, the Friends 
found themselves obliged to withdraw more 
and more from politics. 
Among the colo- 


nial officers the society furnished may be 
mentioned William Coddinglon, Nicholas, 
aud John Easton, Walter Clarke, Henry 
Bull, John imd Gideon Wanton aud Gov. 
Hopkins. 


Ou account of the religious freedom here 


enjoyed Newport became the headquarters 
(if in this connection wo may use a military 
phrase) of tho Friends in New England. Foi 
many years this colony was the only one 
whore the Friends wore secure from tho 
whipping post, tho pillory aud the gallows. 
Tho view of civil government hold, or sup- 
posed to bo held, by the Fricuds and certain 
peculiarities of theirs which were under- 
stood lo bo disrespectful to the' religion of 
tho Purilnns, contributed quite us much as 
any theological differences to make mem- 
bers of this society olfciisivo to the people of 
tho other colonies. 


After a more tolerant spirit began to bo 


manifested by Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire and Connecticut many Friends left this 
place and scattered themselves over Now 
England. Since the revolutionary war the 
society has diminished in si/o on this island. 
There aro new connected with this monthly 


tooling about eighty persons who moot
